There is a lack of agreement between various authorities with 
reference to the correct name for the disease in cattle which has 
long been known and spoken of among cattlemen as contagious or 
infectious abortion. It is likely that the most common name used 
at this time among cattlemen is abortion disease. There is a move- 
ment on foot among certain authorities to have the name “Bang’s 
Disease” adopted as the standard name to be used when referring 
to this disease. Throughout this discussion, when speaking of this 
disease, it will be referred to as abortion disease, while in many of 
the quotations it will be referred to as Bang’s disease by the author 
of the quotation. Both of these terms refer to one and the same 
condition, therefore are used synonymously. 

That the reader may fully understand the term “blood test” 
for abortion disease, we wish to make it clear that we refer only 
to that test which is spoken of among veterinarians and laboratory 
workers as the agglutination test. There are two common methods 
of making this test—one the regular method or incubation method 
which requires from 24 to 48 hours, and the so-called rapid method 
which can be completed in a few minutes by the veterinarian short- 
ly after the blood samples have been drawn. The rapid method of 
testing blood samples for abortion disease has been developed 
within the last few years and is becoming more popular than the 
older method because it can be employed by the practicing veterin- 
arian and because it eliminates much of the time otherwise requir- 
ed for making the older test. 

Abortion Disease Causes Heavy Losses. 

It is difficult if not actually impossible to accurately determine 
the exact losses resulting from abortion disease in cattle. The 
losses are variously estimated at from 50 to 175 million per year 
in the United States. On account of this loss being represented by 
so many different things such as the loss of calves, the loss of pro- 
duction and the loss by sterility or failure to breed, it is almost 
impossible to estimate this loss correctly. It is, however, the out- 
standing disease as far as total losses are concerned among cattle. 

While many interested people look upon abortion disease in 
cattle as being similar to tuberculosis, there is little if any similar- 
ity. Abortion disease is concerned only with the welfare of the 
animal while tuberculosis is concerned with the human family as 
well as the animal that is affected. It is known that many cases 
of tuberculosis, especially in the young, result from infection se- 
cured through the milk produced by tubercular cattle. It has been 
thought for two or three years that undulant fever, a disease that 
has received considerable study and attention, was caused princip- 
ally by the use of infected milk from cows that were affected with 
abortion disease. It is quite possible that this disease is not trans- 
mitted through infected milk, but when transmitted from cattle the 
infection is carried to the human throvgh handling the animals. 
Dr. A. V. Hardy, of the Iowa Department of Health, who has been 
one of the most energetic authorities studying undulant fever in 
the human, recently made the statement that “Undulant fever of 
man does not appear to be transmitted by cows’ milk, since ®ut of 
58 cases studied only 8 were women who are as apt to be affected 
by drinking milk as men. Men working about infected cattle ap- 
pear to contract the infection by means other than drinking milk, 
possibly by hands soiled with discharges.”

Other authorities are likewise reaching the same conclusion 
with reference to the transmission of the infection from cattle that 
have abortion disease. This conclusion is of vital importance in 
this discussion because one of the principal reasons that some 
states have been influenced to adopt certain regulations which were 
aimed at the eradication of abortion disease was the agitation of 
medical authorities to the effect that the disease was dangerous 
because of the possibility of human infection. 

Breeders Demand Plan for the Control of 
Abortion Disease in Cattle. 

Because of the unsatisfactory results usually secured in the 
herd by the local veterinarian and the owner when an attempt was 
made to control abortion disease in cattle, there resulted a wide- 
spread demand from breeders for a plan of control for this disease. 
The fact that this disease has probably doubled in intensity during 
the past ten or fifteen years has also brought forcibly to the at- 
tention of the breeder the necessity for a plan of control that would 
secure results for him in his own herd. Because of this insistence 
on the part of the breeder, which could not be solved apparently by 
the practitioner, it was logical for the breeder to turn to laboratory 
workers with the hope that they could offer a plan that would be 
satisfactory. 

It is difficult to understand just how or why any laboratory 
director could be stampeded into the recommendation of the blood 
test for abortion disease as a satisfactory method of eradicating 
abortion disease in cattle. Surely no veterinarian who has given 
sufficient study to the literature available on the subject could 
reach any other conclusion excepting that the blood test for abor- 
tion disease in cattle was effective only as a herd test, and that it 
was unsuitable for an individual test. 

It is quite evident that many authorities realized that the blood 
test for abortion disease in cattle was unsatisfactory because these 
states have two or three separate and distinct plans for the con- 
trol of this disease. This would indicate that an attempt was be- 
ing made to recommend a very flexible procedure in an effort to 
give some plan that could be utilized to a certain extent by prac- 
tically any breeder in the state who was interested in it. We hope 
to prove in this discussion, by quotations taken from the leading 
authorities that have made a study of abortion disease, that the 
present regulations for the control of abortion disease are not 
founded upon facts as shown by experimental work to date. 

The most logical conclusion that can possibly be reached, after 
a study of the many quotations and the various reports, bulletins 
and articles on this disease, is that disease control officials realized 
that the blood test for abortion disease was unsatisfactory and not 
suitable in the control of this disease but that it was better than 
no procedure at all. Therefore it was recommended to the breeder 
until some better plan be developed. 

The number of states adopting regulations for the control of 
abortion disease in cattle is rapidly increasing because states not 
having legislation of this kind are fearful that unless such regula- 
tions are adopted early, that cattle affected with abortion disease 
which would not be suitable for shipment into those states that 
have regulations, would be dumped into their states because of a 
lack of regulations. Because of the small [Continued on page 13

Aberdeen-Angus Steer Wins Supreme Championship 


The Aberdeen-Angus breed made a great 
hit at the Ogden Live Stock Show January 
10th to 15th, 1931. James B. Hollinger, of 
Chapman, Kansas; the Blake Brothers of 
Des Moines, Iowa; and the firm of Congdon 
& Battles, of Yakima, Washington, brought 
out three splendidly fitted herds. Showing 
in all about sixty head of pure bred cattle. 
In speaking of the Aberdeen-Angus exhibit 
Assistant Secretary Reed W. Warnick said: 

“It was the greatest Aberdeen-Angus 
show we have ever had at Ogden, and al- 
though fewer in numbers than the Short- 
horns and the Herefords, the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle always make a very favorable 
impression with the visitors at our show. 

“James B. Hollinger won the grand 
championship on his individual fat steer for 
the show. He did the same thing last year 
and won the reserve championship two years 
ago on a steer that many believed should 
have been placed grand champion. 

“Mr. Hollinger’s steer, Revemere, was de- 
clared by several who had seen the Chi- 
cago International, the Kansas City Royal, 
the Christmas Live Stock Show at Los An- 
geles, and various other fairs and live stock 
shows to be the best individual fat steer 
shown in America this year. He weighed 
845 pounds and sold to the Hotel Bigelow 
Company, of Ogden, Utah, at 85 cents per 
pound. Revemere won in some keen com- 
petition against Sni-A-Bar Farm showing 
the champion Shorthorn steer and the Uni- 
versity of Idaho showing the champion 
Hereford steer. Both of them were excep- 
tionally good. 

“The Ogden Live Stock Show and people 
of this section of the country are especially 
well impressed with Mr. Hollinger and his 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, because of the re- 
cord they have made at our last three 
shows. All in all, the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle were at least 100 percent more in the 
limelight at Ogden this year than they 
have ever been before.” 

The Journal is certainly pleased to pre- 
sent these views from the assistant secre- 
tary and to remind him and his superiors 
that the Aberdeen-Angus fraternity has a 
warm place in its heart for Ogden and her 
winter show. The Twelfth Annual Ogden 
Live Stock Show surpassed all expectations 
in balance, number and quality and was by 
far the best showing the breed has ever 
made at this western point. There was 
perhaps over fifteen per cent more live 
stock on display than usual and there was 
revealed almost a 100 percent increase in 
admiration for the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
Ranchers and farmers generally took great 
interest in the Aberdeen-Angus display and 
showed an unmistakable evidence of a 
strongly growing desire for bulls of this 
breed. 

Congdon & Battles took three out of six 
of the single bull firsts allowing Blakes to 
take two and Hollinger but one. ~* The sen- 
ior and grand champion bull was found in 
the Congdon & Battles entry Prizemere 
115th 412760 his contender in the grand 
championship was found in Hollinger’s bull 
calf Revolution of Wheatland 440663 which 

had been granted the junior championship 
ticket. This is an outstanding youngster. 


Again in the female division Congdon & 
Battles secured three out of seven first prize 
ribbons. The Blake Bros. were exception- 
ally strong in females and took the other 
four first prize ribbons. When it came to 
championships the lowa boys were again 
playing a strong hand, capturing senior 
championship for females with Pure Pride 
of Page. They also secured the junior and 
grand championship tickets with the great 
little heifer Blackbird of Page 10th. Blakes 
also won the Get of Sire group, the graded 
herd and the pair of yearlings. Congdon & 
Battles won the two females and Hollinger 
the pair of calves. In this Aberdeen-Angus 
contest the folk from the West were given 
an opportunity to witness in the judging 
arena many of the highlights seen at the 
Chicago International in December. 

The steer show was a wonder and again 
through the splendid work of Mr. Hollinger 
is the breed favored with an opportunity to 
proclaim another Aberdeen-Angus victory 
over all breeds. This very feature of the 
show has created a most kindly feeling for 
the breed in this mountain territory.

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Denver National Sale 
Had Bidders from New Mexico to Montana 


The breeders sale of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle held on Tuesday, January 20th, in the 
new sales pavilion at the National Western 
Fat Stock Show at Denver was declared a 
successful event. Thirty-five head had been 
catalogued. A total of six head were not 
brought to the show, thus cutting the num- 
ber offered down to twenty-nine head in 
all, twenty-two of which were bulls of var- 
jous ages. 

On Monday buvers began looking over 
the bulls and on Tuesday morning there 
were by far more buyers at the stalls than 
had ever before been experienced at a Den- 
ver sale. These buyers were looking them 
over carefully and when the sale opened it 
was soon discovered that they were mostly 
in the market for the better specimens. 
Only two calves sold below $100.00 each. 
Buils of sufficient age to permit their going 
into immediate service were promptly tak- 
en at reasonably good figures, prices that 
pleased the consignors and still afforded 
the buyers real bargains. Colorado took 
most of the offering. Several new buyers 
appeared who no doubt will look forward 
to this sale in the future as a good place to 
buy bulls. 

The demand for the stuff was slow, sev- 
eral good things going into new hands at 
prices far below their value. James B. 
Hollinger of Chapman, Kansas, sold the top 
bull when his many times junior champion 
calf Revolution of Wheatland sold at 
$390.00 to Strathmore Farms at Webster 
City, Iowa. This classy youngster is sired 
by Revolution 41st, he by Blackcap Revolu- 
tion and carries much of the blood of Black 
Woodlawn as well. Ed. Davis, Jr., of Bart- 
ley, Nebraska, offered the top female in 
May of Review with a bull calf at side by 
his good breeding bull Barbarize. This 
young cow went to Leo Van Carruthers, of 
Holyoke, Colorado. 

The new sale pavilion is a great improve- 
ment over the former arrangement and cer- 
tainly was appreciated by those who at- 
tended the sale as well as those who con- 
signed to it. President Robert Lamont, of 
the National Western Fat Stock Show ad- 
dressed the audience briefly before the sale 
opened and told how the building had been 
made possible and extended a hearty wel- 
come to the Aberdeen-Angus people and 
wished for them a most successful sale. 
Uncle John Painter of Roggen fame was 
there too and was he proud of the sale 
arena? Yes sir, he was, and rightfully so. 

Col. N. G. Kraschel officiated in the auc- 
tion box and was assisted by Col. Boyd of 
Colorado and Walter Miller of the Corn 
Belt Dailies. 

It was during the assembling of the audi- 
ence for this sale that we had the pleasure 
of meeting many new people who are in- 
terested in the production of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. Some of these folk have been 
growing Aberdeen-Angus for many years 
and they swear by the breed as a hustling, 
good rustling, lot of cattle capable of tak- 
ing care of themselves on a par with, and 
many times to better advantage than, other 
breeds. They like the quick maturing and 
heavy fleshing qualities. When asked why 


some of them did not bring down a few 
loads of feeder calves to the Denver show, 
the reply was usually the same—‘we have 
ready sale for the calves right at the ranch 


at a good margin over market prices and 
for that reason can’t afford to hold them 
over for the show.” “In fact” said one 
man” that is one of the main reasons why 
I handle these Blacks. I like the early sale 
and I also appreciate the extra cash per 
head when I let them go.” 

It is however a very common practice 
among these Colorado breeders to hold over 
their calves and to sell them as yearlings 
after running them through the summer on 
good grass pastures this being the only 
way they have of marketing these pastures 
to advantage. The Journal believes how- 
ever that it will pay in most instances to 
increase the cow herd to the pasture capac- 
ity and to sell the calves. 1t makes a quick- 
er turnover, and usually a more profitable 
transaction. This system is rapidly grow- 
ing in favor throughout the country because 
of the stated facts.

CATTLE ON FEED JANUARY 1, 1931, 
SHOWS MARKED DECLINE IN NUMBERS. 

The number of cattle on feed for market in the eleven Corn 
Belt States was 10 per cent smaller on January 1, 1931 than on 
January 1, 1930, according to the cattle feeding estimate of the 
Department of Agriculture. In the 5 states east of the Mississippi 
River the decrease was 15 per cent and in the 6 states west of the 
river it was 8 per cent. Nebraska was the only state where there 
was any increase, with all other states having decreases except 
Minnesota, where there was no change. 

In the western states there was a decrease of about 13,000 
head or 4 per cent in the number of cattle on feed January 1 this 
year from a year earlier. For the 10 states included, four, Colo- 
rado, Arizona, Nevada and California had increases and five, Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Utah, Idaho and Oregon, had decreases. The num- 
ber of cattle fed in the Lancaster, Pennsylvania, area this winter 
will probably not be much more than half the number a year ago, 
with a decrease of around 30,000 head. 

The number of cattle on feed for market January 1 this year was 
the smallest since 1921 and probably the smallest since 1916. The 
decrease this year was due to the short corn crop of 1930, to the 
heavy losses suffered by many feeders in 1929, to the difficulties 
in financing feeding operations this year in some sections, and to 
the relatively small supply of feeding cattle available at markets. 

Total shipments of stocker and feeder cattle into the eleven 
Corn Belt states for the 6 months, July to December, were 10 per 
cent smaller this year than last and second smallest for the period 
since 1921. Shipments during the first three months of the périod 


were very small, but beginning with October they tended to in- 
crease relatively, and the shipments during the last three months 
were the largest proportion of the 6 months movement on record, 
with shipments in December the largest for the month since 1923. 
Feeder shipments in 1930 included an unusually large propor- 
tion of feeder calves. While total feeder shipments from 4 leading 
markets were 17 per cent smaller during the last half of the year

RETURNS FROM PURE BRED AND 
GRADE BEEF CALVES COMPARED. 

The net returns from pure bred and grade Aberdeen-Angus 
calves sired by a pure bred bull were from two and one-half to six 
times greater than the profits from calves from native Arkansas 
cows and native bulls, a three-year experiment conducted at Jones- 
boro, Arkansas, shows. The methods used, the cost of feed for all 
lots of calves, and the returns for each lot are explained in Techmi- 
cal Bulletin 203-T, Beef Production from Pure Bred, Grade, and 
Native Calves, recently issued by the U. S. Department of Agri 
culture, Washington, D. C., in cooperation with Arkansas investi- 
gators. 

The calves from the native cows made the lowest returns over 
feed costs, even though they were raised to weaning age at slight- 
ly less cost than those from the pure bred and grade cows. 

is explained by the fact that the pure bred and grade calves graded 
higher than the natives as feeders, as slaughter cattle, and as car- 
casses. The pure bred calves graded highest in all classes with but 
one exception, while the native calves were from one to two grades 
below the pure breds in every instance. 

The experiment shows the value of a pure bred bull in increas- 
ing the returns from a herd of beef cattle. The feeding of the four 
lots of cattle was carried on at the farm of the Arkansas State 
Agricultural and Mechanical College, in cooperation with the Ar- 
kansas Agricultural Experiment Station and the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture.

These calves first saw light of day on 
the far away Canadian Pacific Railway 
Farm at Chin, Alberta, where they were 
bred and raised. Superintendent FE. W. 
Jones of the Department of Agriculture and 
Animal Industry for this great northern 
transport company is to be thanked for this 
very fine photo, thus making it possible for 
the Journal’s large family of readers to see 
for themselves the Canadian-bred cham- 
pions, which were sold to the Harris Abat- 
toir Company for the account of the Royal 
York Hotel at $13.00 per cwt. 

Along the wall the viewers are Governer 
General Lord Willingdon, Wm. A. Dryden,

Captain Snow, Aides to Lord Willingdon.

From this bunch of calves 
Shirley Colclasure selected the calf that 
won Ist for her in the younger class at the 
1930 International and that was later sold 
to the St. Albans Farm, Becker, Mo. The 
uniformity and excellence of this crop of 
calves so impressed Mr. Vanatta that he lat- 
er sent up to North Dakota and brought 
down their sire Eline’s Revolution 401166 
one of Hartley’s great Eline Ericas, a 
grandson of Blackcap Revolution, being sir- 
ed by his great son Glencarnock Revolution 
377961 and is continuing him in service. 
One son and several daughters of this great 
bull and from these cows will be sold in the 
breeders sale at Aledo, Ill., March 16, 1931.” 

It was our privilege to spend two days 
visiting the various consignments to this 
sale just within the last two weeks. The 
most remarkable feature of this consign- 
ment to me was the marked uniformity of 
the animals selected and their outstanding 
good quality. Certainly Mr. McWhorter has 
kept well within the confines of the finer 
truth when he referred to the kind and qual- 
ity of this offering. We filled a book with 
notes concerning the individual animals as 
we found them on the various farms. Un- 
fortunately however the catalogs have not 
yet come to hand so we are unable to con- 
nect them with the tabulations for the dif- 
ferent consignments. Readers will just have 
to ask Mr. McWhorter for a copy of the 
catalog and then study the tabulations and 
the footnotes which we are sure will be very 
accurate. This we will say, however, the 
cattle were found to be in excellent condi- 
tion, the young things well grown out, and 
among them some outstanding prospects for 
herd bulls, breeding matrons, and candi- 
dates for the show yard.

number of cattle that would be shipped into 
any state which would be likely to carry 
the infection of abortion disease, it hardly 
seems that any state would have sufficient 
cause to adopt such regulations. That the 
adoption of regulations in many states at 
this time against the importation of cattle 
based upon our present blood tests for abor- 
tion disease was premature, we need but 
cite a statement made by Dr. W. E. Cotton, 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, in the February, 1930, issue of 
the North American Veterinarian: 

“Five states have somewhat drastic regu- 
lations or laws requiring that all cattle en- 
tering the state for breeding or dairy pur- 
poses pass the agglutination test for in- 
fectious abortion. These states are Geor- 
gia, South Carolina, North Carolina, Ar- 
kansas and Iowa. It is possibly well that 
a few states are exacting such restrictions 
in order that it be demonstrated what can 
be done, but the time does not seem ripe for 
such a procedure on anything like a large 
scale. Unfortunately, as the number of 
states having such restrictions increases, 
the remaining ones feel that they must fol- 
low suit to protect themselves from being 
the dumping grounds for reacting animals

However, with 
pose he having such regulations there 
promises to be much confusion, with our 
imperfect method of diagnosis. There are 
going to be many problems arise, very dif- 
ficult or almost impossible of solution. One 
that comes to my mind concerns the individ- 
ual who has an infected herd and wants to 
add animals from without the state to it. 
The only logical ones for him to purchase 
would be reactors, and yet he may not bring 
such into the state. If he brings those pass- 
ing the test and adds them to his infected 
herd he will be courting trouble and may 
activate a dormant infection. What is go- 
ing to be done about such a man? Furth- 
ermore, a single test will not certainly tell 
whether an animal is clean. Often the ap- 
pearance of agglutinations is delayed and 


unless two tests are required with a long 
period of quarantine between there is no as- 
surance that it is clean; and, if the suppos- 
edly free animals are directed to clean 
herds, the only logical place for them to go, 
what will be the danger of infecting the 
clean herds from infected animals that have 
as yet failed to react? 

“It is, no doubt, the hope of many that 
we may sometime eradicate infectious abor- 
tion as we are tuberculosis. While it may 
eventually be possible to do this it would 
seem to be a difficult undertaking with our 
present imperfect knowledge.” 

That the present plan of controlling abor- 
tion is not considered sound by the leading 
veterinarians of the country, we need but 
quote Dr. C. P. Fitch, Chief, Division Vet- 
erinary Medicine, University of Minnesota, 
who was a member of the Committee on 
abortion whose report was given before the 
American Veterinary Medical Association

and reported October 1929 in their Journal: 

“The efficiency of abortion control meth- 
ods depends, to a large extent, on the ac- 
curacy of the test. Your committee wishes 
to recommend that the proper organization 
or committee of the United States Live 
Stock Sanitary Association, the Conference 
of Official Research Workers in Animal 
Diseases of North America, and the Com- 
mittee on Abortion of the National Re- 
search Council, take the proper and neces- 
sary steps to devise standard methods for 
carrying on the tests for this disease. A 
great deal of harm can be done if the prop- 
er methods and the proper reagents are not 
used to carry out the tests which are util- 
ized in the control of this infection.” 

Quotations from Dr. A. E. Cahill, Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, in the January, 1929, issue 
of the North American Veterinarian, are 
of special interest because they show that 
many authorities consider that the only 
practical method or methods of controlling 
abortion disease in cattle will result from 
those plans that can be put into practice by 
the practitioner himself or in cooperation 
with him: 

“The control of abortion has been delay- 
ed and handicapped on account of the ex- 
treme claims for their method which have 
been made by the proponents of both plans. 
In each school of thought there are some 
members who make extravagant claims for 
the practicability of their plan and entirely 
discount any value in the plan proposed by 
the other. I submit that it is time to lay 
aside all efforts to justify a plan merely be- 
cause it is a plan and to work to the com- 
mon end of obtaining the results which will 
satisfy the live stock industry and minimize 
the economic loss caused by this disease. 

“Several states either have in operation 
or under consideration plans for the con- 
trol of abortion disease which are of ex- 
treme interest because of their far-reaching 
effect. Reduced to their essential princi- 
ples, these several plans constitute a meth- 
od which is a modification of the Bang sys- 
tem for the control of tuberculosis. React- 
ing animals are detected by serological ex- 
amination and are removed from the main 
herd. They are taken either to a second 
herd maintained by the same owner and 
which contains only infected animals, or 
they are taken to farms especially main- 
tained to accept reactors from the commun- 
ity. In the meantime, it is expected that 
the original herd will be kept free from the 
disease by frequent serological examina- 
tions and the removal of animals which be- 
come positive reactors although they are 
negative to the first test. 

“The Bang system did not prove practical 
in the United States for tuberculosis eradi- 
cation and it is wonderful how far states 
will find it necessary to go in order to carry 
out a paternalistic method of control. It is 
a very wonderful thing for live stock sani- 
tary officials to be far-visioned, but they 
cannot afford to allow their idealism to get 
so far ahead of public opinion as to en- 
danger the cause. 

“Neither should the plans of state regu- 
latory officials to control this disease en- 
croach farther upon the practicing veterin- 
arian. There is already too great a tend- 
ency toward state medicine in this country. 
The practicing veterinarian has at his com- 
mand -means for obtaining for his clients a 
calf crop which will be entirely satisfactory 
at a comparatively small expense to the 
owner. This being true, there is no justifi- 
cation for state intervention nor for control 
plans which eliminate the practitioner who 


is so essential to the future of the live stock 


industry.” ;
